Law mid Orrter Ordinances. 

The Taoomn city council, at ita lust 
muotinL', enacted ordinances more par- 
ticularly described to the paragraphs fol- 
lowing, from the News: 

An ordinance to provide for licensing 
bar-rooms nnd drinking saloons, increases 
the license fee to S500 per annum, pay- 
able quarterly. It is also provided that 
any keeper of a bar-room ur drink if lg- 
shop who shall permit or employ any 
woman in any capacity in sucli bar-room 
or drinkiiig-shop, shall bo deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

An ordinance fur the suppression of 
houses of ill-fume provides that it shall 
bo unlawful for any person or persons to 
put up or keep within the city any. house 
of ill-fame, or to reside in or become an 
inmate thereof, and any such person, or 
any one who shall knowingly aid or assist 
in setting up or keeping any house of ill- 
fame, or who shall resido in or become an 
inmate of such house, or ahall frequent 
the same, upon conviction thereof shall 
be punished by a fine of nut loss than ton 
or more than thirty days, with costs of 
prosecution. It shall bo the duty of the 
city marshal or any uffieer under his con- 
trol to institute prosecutions for the viola- 
tion of this ordinance . 

An ordinance for the suppression of 
gambling includes every conceivable game 
.of chance, and fixes a penalty upon con- 
viction for gambling of a line from §20 to 
'.$100, or imprisonment from ton to thirty 
days. If any marshal or landholder shall 
report to a committing magistrate in writ- 
ing that there is good ground fur the be- 
lief that gambling is being carried on at 
any place, it shall be lawful fur sdch mag- 
istrate to authorize in writing any marshal 
to outer such place and arrest all persons 
found therein offending against this or- 
dinance, and it shall bo the duty of the 
marshal to prosecute the persona so ar- 
rested, and upon conviction to destroy 
the gambling implements seized in the 
presence of the magistrate. 

Eastern Canada Mail. 

(Per Northern Pacific Railway.) 
Qoeukc, .July 19. — A sensational story 
comes from the adjacent township of 
Stoneham, to the effect that a young man 
from this city has been carried off by a 
huge bear, which is known to infest the 
neighborhood. At any rate the young 
man has mysteriously disappeared. 

The agent here has received a cable 
message from Liverpool stating that the 
steamship Rarnia is expected to float to- 
night. The damage has proved slight. 

Toronto, July 19. —Messrs. John Tay- 
lor and William Robertson, heretofore 
partners in the late firm of Taylor, Robert- 
son & Co., furriers, were arrested this 
morning at tho instance of Mr. Charles 
Bollrive, manufacturer of caps and mits, 
■ Ciuebec. The action is one for 382,209, 
the value of goods sold to the defendants, 
and tho affidavit on which tho writ of 
.capias was issued contains allegations that 
.the defendants am secreting their prop- 
erty with intent to defraud. 

Tho Central Bank has beon recouped by 
the friends of Barrister Coleman for loss 
through forgery. It is stated on good 
authority that other forgeries of Cole- 
man's have come to light. 

Toronto, July 10. — Mr. Veal, the foro- 
Tnftn in Withrow & Hillock's, in putting 
a belt over a pulley this morning had his 
arm caught and wiib dragged upwards. A 
moment afterwards Mr. Veal fell to the 
ground insensible, his arm dropping by 
liis side, having been torn completely out 
of its socket. Ho was taken to tho hos 
pital. 

John 11. Preston, of tho Twelfth York 
Rangers, was this morning lined $50 and 
costs for refusing to attend drill. 

Tho Mail has now a full complement of 
non-union printers, having received thir- 
teen this morning from Rochester and 
Buffalo. The Globe claims they have also 
sufficient. The strikers' pickets aro still 
watching those offices. 

Toronto, July 10. — The Toronto board 
of trade returns of imports and exports 
for June show tho total imports to bo 
^934,152, as compared with $1,019,729 in 
1883 and §1,027,968 in 1082. The total 
exports were 81J4.911, as compared with 
$341,729 in 1883 and $104,102 in 1882.

The Marquis of Lome and the Princess 
Louise visited the Canadian representa- 
tives at Wimbledon to day The Marquis 
said their visit implied that in case an 
emergency arose 20,000 Canadians would 
spring to arms to assist tho mother coun- 
try .

It is said that the principal or one of 
the main objects of Mr. Qhupleau's visit 
to the province is to report to the Domin- 
ion government upon the Chinese ques- 
tion, as promised in the last session of 
parliament; and that Judge Gray has been 
appointed as his colleague. A secretary 
to this commission will arrive with Mr. 
Chapleau. Considerable interest has been 
shown lately in Eastern journals as re- 
gards the Chinese question, and the 
Montreal Witness of the 25th of June 
says : 

"An investigation into the Chinese 
question in British Columbia, made by 
the Hon. Mr. Chapleau, would be a sim- 
ple farce. No one would have the slight- 
est confidence in that gentleman's finding. 
His report would be more in keeping with 
the interests of the party with which he 
is connected, or with the interests of in- 
dividuals in all probability than in accord- 
ance with the facts as revealed by an im- 
partial inquiry by an upright and un- 
prejudiced man." 

With this manifestly partisan expression 
of opinion we have no sympathy; but we 
hardly think that the above arrangement 
can be regarded as a complete one. It is 
more than probable that Mr. Chapleau's 
duty will be to arrange with the provincial 
government for the organization of a sat- 
isfactory commission to inquire into the 
whole subject. The machinery above- 
mentioned is not adequate for this pur- 
pose, and certainly would not give satis- 
faction to our people quite apart from Mr. 
Chapleau's status as a commissioner. The 
Chinese question is a very large one, with 
many aspects when viewed from social 
and industrial standpoints in different 
parts of the province. Its proper inves- 
tigation would take considerable time, 
and require visits to several widely 
separated districts. If the above ma- 
chinery is actually proposed by the 
Dominion government as adequate, wo 
hardly think they can realise tlio intense 
interest which is taken in the question in 
all parts of the province. It is nut only 
the inhabitants of towns and villages who 
wish the whole question examined, as it 
affects themselves, their families and the 
future of our society, but the country 
trader, the fannei , ihe stockraisur, the 
agricultural laborer, the railway workman 
and the Indian have the same desire. We 
have nothing to say against the compo 
tency of the gentlemen above-named; 
but, considering that Mr. Chapleau's 
official duties at Ottawa necessarily must 
require his comparatively esrly return, 
and that .ludgo Gray is a well occupied 
iutigeof the supreme court, stationed at 
hardly suffice for an eTaniTfiStViltf KPSlg 
Chinese question in Victoria, where social 
and industrial conditions are not by any 
means the same as in other parts of the 
province. We have no reason to doubt 
the sincerity of the Dominion government 
on the Chinese question, or to prejudice 
the acts of our coming visitor, but Mr. 
Chapleau will be ill-advised if he permits 
this vital question which so much affects 
our social and industrial position to be 
slurred over by inadequate inquiries. The 
provincial government, winch takes so 
deep an interest in the question, should be 
consulted respecting the machinery which 
it is proposed to employ, and the necessity 
of having provincial interests, not those | 
alone of Victoria, properly represented 
on the commission. It would be belter 
not to touch the question at all than to 
attempt to deal with it in an ineffective 
way, under conditions not thoroughly 
satisfactory to the people of the province, 
or without the province having some 
voice in the commission.

Officers are now 
hunting the corpse. 

Hurl Elision nud His Wife. 

London, July 10. -The Earl of Euston, 
the prospective Duke of Grafton, has at 
last given up his efforts to rid himself of 
the spouse whom ho married in his greon 
and salad days some thirteen years ago. 
Lord Euston last month brought a suit 
for absolute divorce against his wife, bas- 
ing his application upon a charge of adul- 
try on her part. Recent investigations

"SPEED THE PLOUGH." 

The New Agricultural liuildiug. 

The new Agricultural Hall, to bo erect- 
ed at Beacon Hill, will be u frame build- 
ing 150 feet long and 05 feet wide, built 
on atone piers. The walla will be about 
32 feet high, and the total height to.the 
bridge of the gable roof will be 51 feet 
inches. The building will stand east and 
west, and the front gable will overlook 
the straits. The walla will bo enclosed 
with ruatic, and the front will be orna- 
mented with pilasters and have four 
square windows on the second story with 
a long circular headed window in the cen- 
ter beneath a pediment, supported by 
two pilasters^ On the first lloor, in the 
front, there will bo two small side-doors 
with two large entrances LOxl- feet in the 
center, with double doors, having diagonal 
panels, both gables. There will be an open 
truss roof, and a gallery 15 feet wide will 
run round the building at a height of 111 
feet from the floor. The galleries will be 
rounded at the ends for convenience and 
to allow more room for staircases, which 
will be placed at opposite sides at either 
end of the building, thus allowing people 
to ascend by one staircase and descend 
by the other after promenading the sec- 
ond story. Down the sidos of the build- 
ing on each lloor there will be 24 windows, 
!! feet li inches by 7 feet. On the ground 
Boor, uL the front, on the west side, will 
be two offices about 14 feet square. Out 
side there will bo a number id' outhouses 
and pens for cattle, the details of which 
have not been completed. The hall will 
be a substantial building and well suited 
fur the purpose for which it is intended 
The architect is Mr. S. C .

When 
the poor fellow's attacks come upon lain, 
he howls and screams in a luosl dreadful 
manner, half deafening all who come near 
him. The two have been consigned to the 
immigrant Home for the present; but tins 
cannot bo made an asylum for "the halt, 
the lame and the blind,'' and some other 
arrangement will have in be made for the 
unfortunate pair. I'.ven if the mothei 
could be prevailed upon to give up her sou, 
the asylum is already crowded, and it in 
doubtful whether he could obtain admission. 
This is not the only ease ol the kind; but 
W8 believe they are not very numerous.
